From the H. V. A lla of May 17. 
Taking the stage at Los Angeles at 
four in the afternoon, I arrived at Los 
Nietos, or Gallatin, as the town is 
called, a little after five. 
I had been 
billed four or five days before to give 
an entertainment at the school house, 
on Wednesday evening at eight. 
W hy 1 thought I might put in a 
night here was this: Riding through 
the village the previous week, on my 
way to Anaheim, 1 noticed one or two 
show bilis of the W allace brothers at 
or near a corner grocery, and finding 
that the ground in the “show” line 
had already been broken, I thought 
I’d wade in with mine—at the same 
time getting an encouraging nod of 
approval from my friend the stage- 
ilriver, Charley Wright, who was good 
enough to put mo into communication 
with Dave Smart, a seemingly first- 
rute fellow, and 
proprietor of the 
drinking and billiard saloon here, who 
promised to put 
my 
programmes 
around and see to things generally. 
1 think that this is about the only 
place that I h a v e visited in Southern 
California that I have not met some­ 
body that I have not in the early days 
seen before. 
T H E HOTEL. 
On m y arrival I inquired for this in­ 
stitution, and I found it to be a little 
yellow cottage, kept in very primative 
style by Capt. W illiamson, or rather 
by his wife, for be was quite an inva­ 
lid -sick with rheumatism. 
Sitting 
outside the door was a young, rather 
pretty girl of fifteen, and a nice look­ 
ing Spanish woman of about forty. 
I 
asked if I could have a room for the 
night and seme supper ? “ Se Señor,” 
said tiie lady; the young girl disap­ 
pearing, evidently not having made 
up her mind what sort of person I was, 
what 1 was doing, where going, or 
wliat I was going to do when 1 got 
there—all my baggage consisting of a 
small paper parcel, which contained 
my “manuscript book.” 
So 1 went 
hack to t lie saloon of Dave Smart, 
vvliere I found about twenty of my 
programmes lying upon the table. I 
suggested that ho might have them 
“put round” as he promised, when lie 
said, “ Oil, no! they all know about it— 
it only takes three or four to bill this 
town. 
I think you’ll get a full house; 
but 
WE’VE HAD SO MANY THINGS LATELY 
That its hard to get the people out; 
now a circus, or a nigger show, or 
bears, is sure to draw; but I guess 
you'll do pretty w ell.” 
' 1 then went over to see my landlady, 
but finding she didn’t speak English, 
couldn’t get along very well with her, 
so, turning to the young girl, asked 
her if she knew anything about the 
show that night at the “school-house” 
on the next street ? She replied, “No, 
sir; never heard nothing about it.” 
This was a damper; so I walked 
through the village, fully resolved 
to speak to the first man I met. Came 
across a man six-and-a-lialf feet in 
hight, and of a most austere counte­ 
nance. 
1 handed him a programme, 
and asked him if lie thought there 
would be much of a house. 
He gave me a very suspicious look, 
and reading the programme, said : 
“ What does it mean ? 
W hat do you 
do V” 
I was speechless; but managed to 
say : 
“ It’s sorter comic and serious, 
yer know.” 
“Oil,” said he, “ something like 
Gough !” 
“ Yes,” says I “only more so.” 
“ W ell,” says he, “maybe you’ll do 
pretty well; but 


W E’VE HAD SO MUCH LATELY 
That, it takes a great deal to bring ’em 
o u t!” 
I then went to the Postoffice to try 
and get a little consolation. 
Says I to 
the Postmaster, “ D’ye think there’ll 
be many at the school-house this eve­ 
ning 
“ Well, yes; I heard two or three say 
they’d go, and see what it looked like, 
but the fact is, we’ve had so much 
lately that its hard tostir them up.” 
I thought I’d never been in a town 
where they’d had so much before, 
lately. »So I crossed over to the black­ 
smith's, and asked smithy what he 
thought of the prospect. 
“ W ell,” said he, “ are you the show­ 
man ?” 
“ Yes,” says I. 
“ Well, what kind of a show is it— 
something about temperance ?” 
“ Yes,” says 1; “its quite temper­ 
ate—” 
“ Well, then, I wouldn’t give a dog- 
darn for it; “ we’ve bad so much lately 
o’ that sort o’ thing, that our folks are 
sick of it, and 1 guess you had better 
make tracks.” 
Bo o fflw cn t back to tho “hotel,” 
where, at halt-past six, I sat down to 
my solitury meal, which was very 
nice and hugely enjoyed. 
About lml f- 
pust seven, thought I’d look into the 
saloon of my friend Smart to see if 
there were any note, preparation, 
sounding, or any inquiry as to the 
tim e of «polling. 
I found two or three 
men playing cards, some smoking and 
drinking, and outside, the streets de­ 
serted, dark, desolate and dreary. 
Quarter to eight—1 suggested to my 
friend Dave Bmart it was about time 
to “light up,” at which idea lie started 
oft' as though he’d beeil shot from a 
gun and disappeared in the darkness— 
i watching him with painful interest. 
I soon saw a gentle light, and heard 
the most frantic wringing of a bell. 
I thought the town was on fire. Back 
came Dave Bmart, aud I asked him 
what it meant, “ Oh, says he, “Mr. 
Sandrldge, the School Trustees and 
Mayor of the town, is ringing the peo­ 
ple in, and that’s sure to scare up a 
good many.” 
At about a quarter past eight I 
thougnt I’d venture out. aud walking, 
as I thought, in the vicinity of the 
school-house—for it was awful dark— 
I, with my manuscript book in hand, 
fell down a big hole, disappearing cn 
tirely for awhile, while the only an 
swer to my cries for some one to come 
and help me out, was the lowing of a 
cow in the distance, and the continued 
ringing of the school-house bell. 
Crawling out at last, I managed to 
reach the hall, where I found my good 
friend with his body half out of the 
window', wringing for dear life, while 
the interior of the school-room pre- 
I sented the most melancholy and unin­ 


viting appearance. Two lamps illum ­ 
inated tiie darkness; a candle stuck in 
a wooden inkstand, resting on a barrel 
was the point from which I was to 
“speak my piece.” 
A few empty 
benches gave me a sort of sympathetic 
and despairing look, while on a great, 
big blackboard, in letters of chalk, 
hanging against tho wall, 1 read the 
words: 
> 
“ PREPA RE TO MEET THY (10Di” 
So 1 thought I’d better be doing 
something immediately ! I asked the 
School Trustee and tho Mayor of tiie 
town, like Mr. Othello, in the play, to 
“silence that dreadful bell,” arid he 
accordingly did so. 
W ith that, three 
or four small boys came up the stairs, 
whistling most furiously. 
I asked one 
of them what lie did that for. 
“Oh," says lie, “ I can whistle more 
people in than that bell can!” 
“Go it,” says I. 
With that, to my 
astonishment, he struck up my own 
air of “ Open the Door!” to which I 
whistled a second, and the way the 
hoys and the School Trustee and Mayor 
applauded, was a caution. 
I suggested “putting out the lights,” 
like my friend Mr Othello, and going 
back to the hotel, when, in the dim 
distance, I saw the figure of a solitary 
female. 
She ascended the stairs, ami, 
in a very shrill voice, said, “ Is this 
where the sliow is ?” 
“ Yes, mam,” says I. 
“ What kinder thing is it,” says she. 
“ It’s sorter mixed,” says I. 
“ It looks a little that way,” says 
she; “ but how much do you charge to 
let me in ?” 
“ Well, mam,” says I, “the regular 
price is a dollar; hut seeing there's no­ 
body in, as yet, I’ll let von in for noth­ 
ing.” 
And in she went, and after reading 
the chalk words on tho blackboard, 
came out like a shot, saying, “ Well, 
we’ve had so many of those things, 
lately, th a t”—here the whistling of 
the hoys drowned the rest. 
So we locked up the school-house, 
and I went to the hotel, the proprietor 
immediately inquiring of me “ How 
the show went otf.” 
“ First-rate,” says T, “only 1 went 
oft’ first”—the only time this feat has 
been performed in tliis or any other 
o mntry. 
We all had a good laugh over it, and 
this is what happened to me in Los 
Nietos or Gallatin—although there 
was only one Gal-let-in, and she got in 
for nothing!

Why Population Does Not Increase. 
The Louipoc tract, lying in the 
northern part of Santa Barbara coun­ 
ty, and consisting of 56,000 acres of 
good land, is to be colonized with 
Germans. We learn from the Santa 
Barbara Press that Mr. J o h n P. W a g­ 
n e r will immediately proceed to Ger­ 
many for the purpose of organizing 
and bringing out the colony. This is 
a practical idea, and one that Frikd- 
l a n d e r , C h a p m a n , R o b e r t s, C a r r 
and a dozen others of our large land­ 
holders might act upon with advan­ 
tage to themselves and great good to 
the people to whom they otFer facilities 
for searching the Pacific Coast. These 
men own large bodies of land now 
comparatively non-productive, and at 
the prices they are held they are be­ 
yond the reach of nine-tenths of those 
who would become settlers. 
The 
newspapers and pamphleteers do a 
great deal of writing about our in­ 
ducements for immigrants, but when 
we come toexamiue the matterclosely 
we have very little to otter of the arti­ 
cle which is the chief incentive to im­ 
migration-public land. 
We have 
plenty of good soil for sale, but not at 
Government prices. Our best land 
has been bought up by speculators, and 
when the farm seeker comes along, he 
is told that old Two Ter Cent owns a 
Township here, and that old Shoddy 
Contractor owns all the land adjoin­ 
ing him. He is also told that all 
these rich acres, purchased at the rate 
of one dollar and twenty-five cents 
per acre with college scrip at sixty 
cents on the dollar, is now held at from 
five to twenty-five dollars per acre in 
gold. This condition of affairs is dis­ 
couraging to the man of small means 
who would become a settler, and it is 
due to the fact that we have such a 
comparatively small amount of good 
Government land that immigrants 
who come and remain are so few and 
far between. We do not say, and do 
not wish to be understood as saying, 
no rich soil may be had at Govern­ 
ment rates, but we say, and we mean 
it and can prove it, that the great body 
of California’s farm land has passed 
out of the Government’s hands, and 
we say and we can prove that a large 
area of this land is now held by spec­ 
ulators who will not cultivate it nor 
allow others to do so. They paid next 
to nothing for it and they have never 
paid taxes to any considerable amount 
on it, yet they will not sell it for less 
than five hundred or one thousand per 
cent advance on first cost. The San 
Joaquin valley is by far the largest 
body of farm land lying together in 
the State, yet if a party of immigrants 
get oft' the cars at Stockton and ask 
the old resident where lies the Govern­ 
ment land, and he will be compelled 
to answer that while some fair soil yet 
remains in the Government’s hands 
in different parts of Kern and Tulare 
counties, yet the best and the most of 
it has parsed into second hands. We 
do not question the right of any one 
to own all the land he is able to buy 
and pay for. We merely point out a 
cause which prevents an increase of 
population as rapidly as we desire. 
Los Angeles valley has not been seri­ 
ously damaged by speculators who 
bought up the Government land. In 
the past her advancement has been re­ 
tarded by the Mexican grant system, 
but now nearly all of the large grants 
are broken up and are for sale in small 
lots on terms quite reasonable for such 
land. In truth, aggregation of land 
has almost ceased in this State, and if 
we can induce those who now hold 
large tracts to sell them out in lots to 
suit purchasers or colonize them with 
families who will purchase the land 
hereafter, we shall have done some­ 
thing that will prove the beginning of 
our permanent prosperity. 


W e have seen the last of Vasquez, 
we hope. Yesterday afternoon the of­ 
ficers placed him on the cars and with 
their charge left for the Senator. They 
will take the bandit to San Francisco, 
and from thence around by Ban Jose 
and Gilroy to Salinas City. That he 
will be cordially received in Monterey 
county there can be no doubt. In the 
columns of the H e r a l d this morning 
appears a message from Governor 
B o o th announcing that he will pay 
§2,000 reward for the capture and con­ 
viction of C h a v is, V a sq u ez’s Lieu­ 
tenant. It is to be hoped this red 
handed villain will soon be in the 
hands of the officers. When he is cap­ 
tured or killed the gang will be broken 
up and we shall hear no more of the 
V a sa u e z band. 


M a n y of our exchanges are indig­ 
nant over the statement which ap­ 
peared in the H e r a l d ’s interview of 
V a sq u ez, to the effect that a lady vis­ 
itor said she was sorry ho had been 
captured, and the bandit invoked the 
blessings of God upon her. There is a 
good deal of the spasmodic about the 
horror manifested over this paragraph. 
What the lady said and meant, was, 
that she was sorry to see any man in his 
situation, and the bandit thanked her, 
not for sympathizing with him as an 
outlaw, but for kindly expressions to 
him as a man. Ouly this and nothing 
more. 


The Laboref is Worthy of His Hire. 
For years past certain individuals, 
who never did a day’s work if they 
could help it, have endeavored to in­ 
cite a conflict between labor and capi­ 
tal in this State. They have so far 
succeeded as to occasionally get to­ 
gether a few men who clamor for an 
eight hour law. They are assisted in 
their visionary schemes by such chi­ 
merical and trouble breeding sheets as 
the San Francisco Post, and the result 
is, as it always will be, that honest 
workmen either lose a considerable 
portion of theirtime or are thrown out 
of employment altogether. Now the 
period has arrived when it is neces­ 
sary for the good of the community 
that men should begin to think and 
act for themselves. We submit the 
question to the workingmen ot San 
Francisco: Have the vaporing* of 
such men as A. M. W in n and C. C. 
T e r r il l ever added one dollar to your 
earnings or strengthened your pros­ 
pects for steady employment? The 
contest between labor and capital, if 
we understand tlie issue, is which 
shall dictate the law to the other. 
Have the fulminations of these two 
men and the utopian editorials of the 
Post ever enabled the laborers of San 
Francisco to say, We will do so many 
hours of toil for so much money? We 
think not. The fact is, when labor 
and capital clinch in deadly conflict, 
labor always goes to the wall—is com­ 
pelled to give way. And there are 
many reasons why this result is inev­ 
itable. Labor has no reserve fund— 
no food in store—and when the work 
stops, hungry mouths begin to cry for 
bread, ami in response receive a stone. 
Not so with capital. It has a bank 
account and can afford to wait for a 
turn in the tide — the starvation of 
labor. These eight hour howlers are 
the instigators of strikes. They urge 
workmen to throw olF their aprons and 
refuse to work, when they know the 
chances are a thousand to one that the 
demand for an increase of wages or a 
reduction of hours will’ not be acceded 
to, and that after days of privation the 
poor man will be compelled to come 
back and beg for an opportunity to re­ 
sume his place at the old rates. The 
number of labor strikes is legion. 
Did any one—does any workman 
recall 
an 
instance where the 
striker benefitted himself or his 
family? The answer, if truthfully and 
honestly made, must be in the nega­ 
tive. No matter how humiliating 
may be the admission, we all must ad­ 
mit, and the light of experience forces 
the admission, that all attempts to force 
terms upon capital are so many fail­ 
ures—ignominious failures. Labor 
and capital like all other articles or 
elements of commerce and trade, regu­ 
late and equalize themselves. The de­ 
mand draws upon the supply and 
when one exceeds the other, the 
scarcity always enhances the value. 
Let us look at this eight-hour proposi­ 
tion. Can labor force it ? We doubt 
it for these reasons: The article is too 
abundant. The supply exceeds the 
demand. Take as an illustration, the 
case of the editor of the H e r a l d . He 
is paid a stipulated sum per week for 
his services. He has so much labor to 
perform and so long as he performs it 
his employers are satisfied. But sup­ 
pose he should notify the firm that lie 
would only work eight hours per day 
without reference to (he amount of 
labor performed. The result would be 
the employment of two men to do the 
work now performed by one. The 
H e r a l d Board of Directors would 
meet and consider this proposition: 
Shall we hire an assistant editor, or 
shall we hire another who will do the 
work of the present editor and the as­ 
sistant both for half the wages we 
shall have to pay both ? As a busi­ 
ness proposition we should be invited 
to send in our resignation, and the 
company would be doing right. Busi 
ness is business. A man will not pay 
four dollars for eight hours’ labor 
when he can obtain ten hours labor 
for the same money, and so long as 
those ten hours labor may be had, 
eight hour movements will not suc­ 
ceed. Capital and labor combined are 
the mainspring of prosperity. When 
they do not combine, they arc elements 
of discord, contention and misery. All 
movements intended to break up the 
harmonious action of these two ele­ 
ments of power are deleterious to the 
best interests of the country, and en­ 
tail poverty and suffering upon the 
working people. Theoretical reforms 
are, nine times out of ten, practical ab­ 
surdities. 


O u r dispatches this morning an­ 
nounce that the Mexicans are raiding 
the frontier of Texas. They are driv­ 
ing ofFcattle, shooting at citizens, and 
threatening the release of persons con­ 
fined for the commission of high 
crimes. The acts are high handed 
outrages, and should be put down at 
once aud effectually. It is not the 
custom of the United States or her 
people to submit to insult either na­ 
tional or individual, and when they 
are offered by a party of Mexican ban­ 
dits and robbers, the response should 
be rifle-balls and sabre thrusts. It is 
tiie duty of the Government to pro­ 
tect her citizens under any and all 
circumstances, and these barbarians 
now jeopardizing the lives and prop­ 
erty of tho Texan frontiersmen should 
be taught a lesson which those who 
survive its learning will remember. 
The woman crusade against whisky 
in the East, lias not accomplished any­ 
thing of importance except the arrest 
of the ladies. The movement was 
backed with more zeal than judgment. 
The Farmers’ Bank of Colusa hus 
begun business. W. K. Estill is Pres­ 
ident, and Btewart Harris Cashier. 


Nevada’s Senatorship 
The Nevada ¡senatorial light Mill 
not be such an easy going affair after 
all, as tho indications seemed to war­ 
rant some time ago. When W illia m 
S h a ro n , the millionaire and mining 
speculator, threw his castor into the 
arena, it was thought by many, and 
confidently predicted by his friends, 
that no competitors would have the 
temerity to enter the lists. By and 
by, S u tro , of tunnel fame, tossed his 
plug over the ropes. The act partook 
so strongly of the ludicrous that peo­ 
ple did, as they always do when they 
see anything amusing-they laughed. 
But S u tr o declared he was in sober 
earnest, and meant to contest every 
inch of ground between that moment 
and the day of election. S iia u o n did 
not scare easily at S u tr o —lie does not 
scare easily at anything—and tho odds 
were a hundred to one on “ Uncle Bil­ 
ly.” Later, ex-Minister C h a r l i e De 
L o n g concluded he Mould like to 
represent Nevada in the United States 
Senate. 
C h a r l i e has been of this 
opinion ever since tlu* sagebrush State 
began to elect Senators—and in went 
his sombrero. The last, and by no 
means the least, tile that has fallen at 
the feet of S h a r o n is that of Congress­ 
man K e n d a ll. 
So there are now 
four candidates for Nevada's Sena­ 
torial seat. It is also stated that Jim 
N y e and B i l l S t e w a r t are both 
anxious to knoM' if Nevada docs not 
want to elect them again. No one, 
except the gentlemen themselves, can 
imagine such a possibility may arise; 
but a mau M ho can imagine a sixty 
thousand 
dollar 
saw-mill, 
and 
draw the 
money for 
building 
it, as Nye did, can 
imagine 
anything; and a Senator who can 
amass half a million dollars dur­ 
ing a single term is also pretty good 
on the imagination. We, however, 
imagine that the prospects of either of 
them is all imaginary moonshine. If 
the largest purse detaches the persim­ 
mon, “ Uncle Billy” will win the 
prize. If talking good, smooth talk— 
a torrent of it—will weigh anything, 
D e L o n g will cause all competitors to 
kick the beam. But if a tried and 
found worthy servant is to be reward­ 
ed, K e n d a l l stands a good chance 
to fill S te w a r t’s seat. S u tr o might 
have got it, if there had been no other 
candidates—but only in sueli a con­ 
tingency. 


The Text Book Epidemic. 
The public school text book epi- 
deiuie, which occasionally attacks the 
people of San Francisco, is non- raging 
in the Board of Education of that citv. 
B a n c r o ft & Co. have issued a set of 
school books called the “Pacific Coast” 
series, and an attempt was made at the 
last meeting of the Board to throw 
M cG u f f e y ’s readers out of the schools 
and substitute the Pacific Coast in 
their stead. No definite conclusion 
was reached, but the subject will not 
be dropped, and unless the parents of 
San Francisco are very careful they 
will be compelled to purchase a new 
set of books for tlieir children. The 
series now in use cost §2 85 per set, 
while the new series will cost S3 75 
per set. No change can be made in 
the text books of schools in the State 
outside of San Francisco until the Fall, 
and therefore if a child goes from an 
outside district into San Francisco it 
M ill be required to purchase a neMT set 
of books. The same expense will fol­ 
low the removal from tho city to the 
country after the adoption of the new 
series. The new series of B a n c r o ft 
& Co. may be good books, but it is not 
probable they are better than those 
now in use. The people of this State 
have been made to incur a heavy ex­ 
pense every time a change of school 
books lias taken place, and these 
changes have been entirely too fre­ 
quent. The changes are generally, if 
not always, in the interest and for the 
benefit of some publishing house or 
book firm. We wish we couid say the 
schools and children have been bene­ 
fitted by the throwing out of one se­ 
ries and the adopting of another, but 
we cannot. They are mere specula­ 
tions, in which the people are victim­ 
ized out of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, and it is time those who are 
made to suffer should rebel against 
what is nothing more or less than an 
imposition. 


T h e authorativo announcement 
that Senator S a r g e n t will support the 
Chinese mail subsiby effectually set­ 
tles a question on which there has 
heretofore existed two opinions. That 
is that there is no conflict between the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company and 
tho Pacific Mail Steamship Company. 
S a r g e n t is consistent in this one 
thing : He never votes in opposition 
to the Mill of Governor S t a n f o r d . 
If the interests of the railroad compa­ 
ny would be advanced by the defeat of 
the mail subsidy, we should stand 
ready to hazard everything to nothing 
that the Quaker Hill statesman M-ould 
early and often vote against the passage 
of the bill. But he says he will vote for 
the subsidy, and this at once proves 
that the story about the quarrel be­ 
tween the two companies is nothing 
but a story. H a g e r , honest, consci- 
encious H a g e r , will obey the instruc­ 
tions of the Legislature that elected 
him, and vote against the subsidy, al­ 
though his undivided judgment would 
induce him to vote for it. 


T h e secret is out at last. The Pres­ 
ident has positively refused to allow 
Ben Butler’s portrait or vignette to go 
on any denomination of national cur­ 
rency. For this Ben has sworn by all 
lie ever stole that he will burst the 
United States, decapitate the Ameri­ 
can eagle, scalp the Goddess of Liber­ 
ty, and send the great family to the 
poorhouse. 


The China Mail Subsidy. 
The question of continuing tho sub­ 
sidy to the China mail steamers has 
its advocates and opponents. A line 
of steamers between San Francisco 
anil Hong Kong is a good thing in 
some repects, and a bad thing in 
others. We are all in favor of main­ 
taining our trade M-ith China, ami we 
are nearly all opposed to Chinese im­ 
migration. The great mass of our 
people do not care to be taxed for the 
support of a line of vessels, n-hen they 
know the chief use of those steamers is 
to pour thousands of Chinese coolies 
into our State. While our merchants 
and business men generally are fa­ 
vorable to a continuation ot the sub­ 
sidy. Our trade with China and Ja­ 
pan is larger now, and continues to in­ 
crease rapidly from year to year, but 
on the other hand, Chinese immigra­ 
tion is facilitated by the very means 
that fosters the trade. The masses 
are less interested in the trade than 
they are in checking the influx of 
coolie labor, hence the opposition to a 
continuance of the subsidy is strong. 
There was a time not very long ngo, 
when the M ill of the people received 
very little attention in the nation’s 
Capitol, but that time has gone by aud 
ro.r populi now makes Senators trem­ 
ble, M ho erstwhile M ere wont to trem­ 
ble at uniting save the prospects of 
losing their seats. A popular vote 
M’olud be ten to one against the China 
mail subsidy, but whether the real in­ 
terests of the country M’ould be best 
subserved by a withdrawal of this sup­ 
port is a question quite difficult to an­ 
swer, and one which at this time is 
puzzling the wisest heads of Congress. 
It is probable that tho company would 
continue to scud their steamers, even 
should the subsidy be permanently 
aril finally withheld, though they as­ 
sert that without this support the line 
could not be maintained. While we 
are opposed to Chinese immigration 
i:i every simpe we should still regret 
to see the steamer line discontinued. 


T h il . C a d u c, the San Francisco 
contractor, has gone into the steam­ 
boat business. She is called the l’ar- 
thenia. It is a good name for a steam­ 
boat. 
Our recollection of Spartan 
history is to the effect that the “ Par- 
tlienhe” M-erc a sort of pareutless 
tribe who made a good deal of trouble 
in Laconia, and finally so frightened 
the legitimately born Lacedaemonians 
that they hail things all their own 
way until they saw fit to leave the 
country. Hope the Parthenia may 
create a like commotion among the 
old boats of the monopoly. Perhaps 
P h il ’s boat is named after I n g o m a ii’s 
P a r t h e n ia , she who Mas M ir o n ’s 
daughter, and civilized the barbarian. 


T h e Santa Barbara //tdcx will prob­ 
ably prove the coast at that point the 
proper terminus for T om S c o tt’s road. 
One can prove anything now-a-days, 
but the trouble is, people will not ac­ 
cept the proof.

Situ Jose is planning for a $15,000 
school house.

In Alpine county, tho building of 
the Lady Franklin mine, with all its 
contents, was totally destroyed by fire 
on the 14th. 
At a meeting of the Directors of the 
Alameda County Savings and Loan 
Society, on Saturday last, B. F. Fer­ 
ris, the oldest resident of Oakland, was 
elected President. 
The Eureka (Nev.) Sentinel reports 
that a member of the Lo family was 
recently cremated on Roberts’ Creek, 
according to the long established cus­ 
tom of the tribe. There is nothing 
new under the sun. 
A German named John Brown, aged 
about 45 years, owning some land on 
Calaveras creek, Santa Clara county, 
was found dead last Sunday night, <in 
his ranch, having been killed by a 
tree falling on him while he was chop­ 
ping. 
The Coroner in Oakland Held an in­ 
quest, May 19th, on the body of James 
Hooper, who was drowned in the bay 
last week while returning from a pic­ 
nic. The verdict was to the effect that 
deceased was accidentally drowned, 
and no blame was attached to the 
railroad company or its employees. 
Tho facilities for shipping by water 
at Mountain View landing, Santa 
Clara county, have made that section 
of country quite independent of the 
railroad. The railroad charges from 
Mountain 
View $1 50 per ton for 
freight, while from Mayfield, over a 
line five miles shorter, they charge 
$1 80 per ton.

District Attorney Bodley, of Santa 
Clara, claims to own an educated calf, 
whereof it is in evidence that the 
beast, after being a few times led to 
water, now noses the faucet, turns it 
on, drinks from a trough, and shuts off 
the faucet again, all in order and with 
care. Bodley defines this to be the 
“smartest calf in America.” 
The Board of Directors of the Santa 
Clara Valley Agricultural 
Society 
have agreed to oiler special premiums 
for the coming fair, as follows: Best 
improved and cultivated farm of 40 
acres, or more, $25; best regulated 
dairy with not less than 25 cows, $25: 
best nursery, $25; 
best permanent 
plantation of not less than 500 forest 
trees, $25. 
Henry Greatorex, an Englishman, 
refused to pay his poll tax at Benicia 
tiie other day, and grossly insulted As­ 
sessor Boyd for demanding it. The 
latter had the tractious Greatorex 
fined $10 for the offense, which not be­ 
ing paid, the latter was ordered under 
arrest. T ie offender threatens to ap­ 
peal to her Majesty’s Government for 
protection. 
The San Jose Mercury of the 10th 
says: We were shown yesterday a bun­ 
dle of flux grown on Jesse Hobson’s 
place in this city. The stalks are long 
and of excellent fiber, while the prom­ 
ise of seed is unusual, botli in quan­ 
tity and quality. 
The seed of this 
crop was sowed in September, and ir­ 
rigated until the first rains. 
It will 
he ready to cut in about two weeks. 
Starr’s new mill at South Vallejo 
will have five stories in all, the frame 
of the third now being up. Adjoin­ 
ing the present m ill another building 
ing, 90 by 250 feet and two stories 
high is being erected. The new build­ 
ing will have a storage capacity for 
2,000 tons of wheat and Hour, which 
amount will be kept on hand during 
the season for loading any ship arriv­ 
ing at the mill. 
The Battle Mountain Measure fo r 
Measure of May 19th reports: About 
ten days ago the remains of a man 
were tound in the cafion above the 
Trenton mill. The body was rolled up 
in a tent and heaped over with rocks. 
It had the appearance of having been 
dead for several months. Near by 
was the skeleton of a dead horse, and 
the appearance of the cooking uten­ 
sils and every tiling about led to the 
presumption that the man had been 
murdered. 


Visalia Items. 


From the V isalia Delta of May 21. 
Tiie grain crop on the Upper Tulare 
is very heavy this year. 
Forty and 
fifty bushels to the acre will be quite 
common, and the best will perhaps 
make seventy. 
J. W. Crowley, Treasurer of the V i­ 
salia, Railroad Company, informs us 
that there is every prospect of being 
able to commence work 011 tho road 
within four weeks. 
The stock now 
subscribed is $94,500, on about $40,000 
of which ten per cent is paid up; and 
the balance, with the exception of ten 
per cent 011 $000, can be collected 011 a 
day’s notice.

“ Our content is our best having ’* 
wrote a man, each little scrap of whose 
life that has come down to us stands 
out iu characters strong as proofs of 
Holy Writ, that the article was not of 
his having. 
Shakespeare was the 
most earnest reader of human nature 
that ever nature formed. He probed 
deeper into the human heart, and 
knew more of its longings and throb- 
bings—its pains and its joys—than 
any or all other students who essayed 
to open the book before his day or 
since his time, and lie said: “I swear 
’tis better to he lowly born, and range 
with humble livers in content, than to 
be perk’d up in a glistering grief and 
wear a golden sorrow.” 
He no doubt 
felt that this would lie a good having, 
at the very moment lie knew ho did 
not and never could have it. 
H is life 
was as barren of contentment as the 
ambition of Lady Macbeth was tow­ 
ering. 
We are told that his domestic 
era was unbrightened with the sun­ 
shine of happiness—he lived in an age 
when his genius found little apprecia­ 
tion, and from the morn to the after­ 
noon of his brief life of fifty-two years 
lie fought poverty with the desperate 
earnestness that cornos of the resolve 
to win the battle or fall with his feet 
to the foe and his face to the sun. If 
this wonderful being—this transcend­ 
ent genius—was a stranger to content, 
who of the sons and daughters of men 
have been its intimate friend? We 
are all children, and will cry for the 
1110011 even when the bright sunshine 
is flooding all around us. It is the 
old, old story—the good time coming— 
the anticipation of the future—the dis­ 
satisfied present. 
Was there ever a 
contented man or woman? 
Did na­ 
ture intend that one of her children 
should enjoy the felicity of content­ 
ment in this stage of our existence? 
If she did, there lias been some m is­ 
take in the finishing touches of her 
work. 
The intent lias miscarried, and 
tho bungling artist to whom was in­ 
trusted the work lias made the sweet 
bells jangle out of tune. 
Ambition 
and content are as antagonistic as 
light and darkness—as deadly enemies 
as fire and water—as discordant ele­ 
ments as heat and cold—as wide apart 
as the poles; and who is without am­ 
bition? “ ’Tis a common proof that 
lowliness is young ambition’s ladder, 
whereto the climber upward turns his 
face; but when lie once attains the top­ 
most round, he then unto the ladder 
turns his back, looks into the clouds, 
scorning the base degrees by which he 
did ascend.” 
That tells the story. 
Ambition—this tiling “of so airy and 
light a quantity that it is but a shadow 
of a shadow,” feeds upon content and 
makes us what we are, rather than 
what wo should be.

Suicides where it is said a woman was 
in the ease are of frequent occurrence. 
But is it really true that a man—a 
sane man—will hurl him self out of 
this world because a woman that he 
loves does net and will not love him? 
The proposition does not seem tenable 
011 the sane issue. 
If we place it on 
tho Insane ground it is reasonable 
enough, and the fact cannot be denied 
that men have become insane through 
unrequited love, and while thus have 
shuffle I off the mortal coil. 
“Men 
have died and the worms have eaten 
them, but not for love,” said the phi­ 
losopher who peered deep into the hu­ 
man heart.

If she cannot 
love him, why should ho blight her 
life with the consciousness that she 
lias been forced to dip her hands in 
his blood? Looking at tho subject 
from whatever standpoint we may, we 
can find no justification for a man kill­ 
ing himself for love. The wretch who 
broods over his misfortune until his 
mind gives way, and in his frenzy 
sends the fatal ball crashing through 
His brain, 
deserves the sympathy 
which is extended alike to the inno­ 
cent cause of the calamity. 
He was 
not responsible, and she should not be 
Held amenable, unless, indeed, she 
toyed with the mouse for her own 
amusement, neither knowing nor car­ 
ing for the consequences. 
If so, she 
was pitiless and will live and die re­ 
morseless. But no sane man will kill 
himself because he cannot win the 
love of the woman he l«ves. 
Ho will 
not pain her, as the act would pain her 
if she is a true woman. The drift of 
all this ia that only fools kill them ­ 
selves for love. 
A sane man witli a 
thimble full of brains prefers to find 
some woman who will love him, rather 
than killing himself for one that wont.
